th ro ug h all the courts of th is county , both civil 
and crim inal, has at last been definitely deter* 
m ined by the decision of Judg e B rew er, handed 
dow n th is m orniunin the U nited S tate« c ircuit 
court, 
The facts in th e case determ ined th is 
m orning by Judg e B rew er are sum m ed up in his 
decision as follow s : 
This bill was filed to com pel th e ex ecution of 
a deed, r nd for a decree a djudg ing th a t de­ 
fendant has no inte re st in th e land, and e njo in­ 
ing him from inte rfe ring th erein. 
T he facta are 
these: 
On F eb ruary 4, 1884, th e p a rtie s entered 
into the follow ing co ntrac t: T h at Sam uel C. 
Shaeffer, of L ancaster, O., having co ntracted 
w ith P. C ardenas, of New York, for th e purchase 
of 3t> 47-100 acres of land in Jack so n county . 
Mo., and know n as lot 7 of th e e sta te of T hom as 
W est, for which land Shaeffer w as to pay C arde­ 
na s $ 21,882, contracted w ith Jo h n I. lila lr for 
th e sale of the sam e tr ibt, th e c o ntract to be in 
Shaeffer s nam e and a w arranty deed oil the sam e 
to be m ade in B lair's nam e, B lair to fu rnish a 
check for $ 21,882. 
A sim ilar ag reem ent was 
m ade bo^ween Shaeftcr and B lair as to the M ari­ 
on W est estate for $ 31,559 , and ano th er ag ree­ 
m ent 
in 
w hich 
B lair 
w as 
to 
fu rnish 
sufficient 
sum s 
to 
buy 
off 
th e 
inte re sts 
of 
th e 
p ro tended 
claim s 
of th e A nthony heirs to th is property . 
A nother 
co ntract w as m ade betw een B lair and Shaeffer, 
Shaeffer to purchase tdx ty -nine acres of land 
from John S. W est, adjoining the above nam ed 
lands at a price no t ex ceeding $ 27,000. 
Shaef- 
ie rw r,s to stake off lots and to receive 5 ?er 
c ent com m ission upon th e g ross sales, all sales 
to be on the approval of B lair. W hen B lair had 
received back from Shaeffer all th e m oney he 
p aid him to purchase th e lands, w ith 8 per cent 
inte re st, ilie rem ainder of the land was to be 
divided—OOper cent to BIr.ir and 10 per cent 
to Shaeffer. Shaeffer obtained possession of tlie 
lands, and upon B lair's dem and for a deed of the 
sam e, hf refused to g ive one. 
“The first q uestion arises on the construction 
of th is contract. 
Shaeffer insists th a t he is th e 
absolute owner, and B lair m a inta ins th a t he was 
only his ag ent. 
Shaeffer also claim s th a t a p a rt­ 
nersh ip was form ed, he p u tting in his tim e and 
services a e a inst B lair's m oney ." Judg e B rew er 
a t th is p o int tre a ts of th e q uestion of p a rtne r­ 
ship. "In every p art nersh ip there m ust be a com ­ 
m unity of interests, b u t in the above cont ract 
th ere w as no such com m unity of inte re sts as 
authorizes eaoh p a rty to m ake contracts, incur 
liab ilities, m anag e th e whole business and dis­ 
pose of ti e whole propert y .” Judg e B rew er a t th is 
p o int s a y s : 
“Shaeffer as an ag ent of B lair w-as 
no t entitled* to his com m issions on account of 
g ross m isconduct. Shaeffer obtained q u it claim 
deeds from th e A nthony heirs for $ 2.400.30, the 
consideration 
in 
these 
deeds 
being 
bo 
fix ed as to am ount to $ 8,450, for w hich am ount 
h e drew upon Blair. 
I have little doubt th a t th e 
above w as the fact, and th a t he iuteuded to 
charg e, and did charg e and collect from Blair, 
th e sum of $ 8,500 as the purchase price of the 
pro perty for w hich he only paid $ 2,400. 
In 
th e Jo h n S. W est tra c t of six ty -nine acres 
Shaeffer purshased it for $ 20,000 and charg ed 
B lair $ 24,000. In 
the M arion W est 
tra c ts 
of land Shaeffer did com plete th e purchase for 
$ 41.418 and drew upon B lair for 
$ 44,559 . 
In the co ntract w ith P. C ardenas for h er tra c t 
of land, he drew on B iair for $ 21.832, th e facts 
being as •'ollows: In 3 882 he had .» purchased 
th is land for $ 10,9 41, pay ing $ 3,000 dow n and 
g iving security on th e iand for the balance. 
He 
im m ediately convey ed th is land to P. C ardenas, 
and ex ecuted a re-convey ance a t tw ice th e sum , 
to w it, $ 21,832. 
T h is P. C ardenas was a wom an 
in New York, who lived w ith him as his m is­ 
tress, bore him a child in 3 884, and died sh o rtly 
th ereafter. 
Shaeffer 
claim s 
th a t 
a fte r 
she had lived w ith him aw-lule as his m istress, 
th e ir affection for each o th e r becam e so stronc, 
th a t w hile no cerem ony of m arriag e w as p e r­ 
form ed, he recog nized and tre ate d her as his 
w ife. B ut one conclusion can be fairly draw n, 
and th a t is, th a t the p ro p erty was all th e w hile 
his, and her nam e was used sim ply to e na ­ 
ble him to double the price to any purchaser. 
B y Shacffer’s own adm issions he has $ 21,330. 70 
of B lair’s m oney . As a g a inst th is he say s he 
p aid o ut for ex penses £ 7,53 9 for his Services, 
w hich 
’vere 
very 
valuable, 
w hich 
B lair 
denies, ,'iut one conclusion can be draw n from 
th is te sti nony , th a t is, th a t in each of these 
fo ur tranifactions Shaeffer drew from his p rinc i­ 
pal on supposed purchases, m oney to the am ount 
of thousands of dollars m ore th an he actually 
p aid out. 
Could any clcarer case of cross m is­ 
conduct be disclosed? Can it be said th a t a fte r 
such m isconduct 
in 
purchasing , B lair is 
still 
bound 
to accord him 
th e 
rig h t to 
sell 
and 
g ive 
to 
him 
th e 
com m issions 
and 
profits 
of 
such 
sales? 
‘He 
who 
c anno t be tru ste d to buy cannot be tru ste d to 
se ll.’ If he defrauds in th e purchase can it 1/s 
otherw ise th an th a t he will defraud iu th e sale? 
H e who y ields not com m on honesty in th e one 
directio n forfeits all rig h ts in th e other. 
" It is said by counsel, and t he testim o ny seem s 
to w arrant the assertion, th a t th is land has be­ 
com e very valuable, and th a t the profits on its 
sale w ould be sim ply enorm ous, and th e q ues­ 
tio n 
is 
asked 
oug ht

h is 
share 
of 
these 
profits? I t m ay be hard p unish m ent, and y et 
th e law in every paire and sentence of its sacred 
volum es ite ra te s and re ite ra te s th e ancient, tru th 
th a t honesty is th e best policy , and affirm s 
th a t th e ag ent who deliberately defrauds his 
p rincip al ju s tly forfeits all rig h t to com m issions 
and com pensatio ns as well as loses h is tim e 
and labor.

“ You have so nearly guessed it that it would 
be wrong in me not to make tho corrections ue- 
cessary. At the time of ‘•La Tosca” there wat no 
node in Romti. 
Pius M. had died a vaptive iu 
Fr:iuce. 
Th<' i’tcnial City was occupied b\ tim 
Austriaus. 
They wished a pope to be only an 
instrument in their hands. 
To this tyranny the 
Homans would not submit, and the streets were 
filled with conspirators. 
My drama occupies 
the time between tho arrival of the Austrian 
courier, who brings news of the defeat of Bona 
parts, and that of the second messenger, who 
announces the overthrow of the Austriaus at 
Marengo—about ten hours. 
1'he play is very 
simple; there are onlv four important roles and 
no m ise-en-scoue worth mentioning.

a role of consequence also to tho mother of 
Qu een Ma rie Amclic, Ma rie Ca ro lin e 
of Na­ 
ples.” 
The rehearsals for “ La Tosca" take place 
every day at the Porte St. Martin in the pres­ 
ence only of Duquesuel, managor of the thea­ 
ter, Maurice Gran, Sarah Bernhardt's impres- 
sario, and Sardón .The great public representa­ 
tion w ill be given November 15. 
L a To sca, of 
course, is Bernhardt, and she is determined to 
literally throw herself from the window. 
She 
is now searching for a method of obtaining this 
result without danger of accident. 
Victorien Sardón is, comparatively speaking, 
young—at least ho is the youngest of French 
dramatic writers whose fame will go down to 
posterity. 
He has read everything, lie know s 
everything; he never reposes; until * o'clock 
each day he writes and receives his inspiration 
from the trees and statues in the park, on 
which open the windows of his study. 
After 
writing, tho rest of tho day is devoted1 to read­ 
ing or the critical ex amination of engravings 
and paintings. 
Not a little time is spent in su­ 
perintending the improvements made every 
vear in his stately home at Marly-le-Roi—Lo 
Verdnron, formerly a royal residence. 
A few years ago I lived at Saint Germain-en- 
Layo and often visited Sardou’s residence at 
Marlv, not far from the birthplace of Ix /Uis 
XIV.” One day. with a friend, I heard the great 
writer give an account of his early struggles. 
Ho is a most charming ca n s, a c, 
but delights in 
nothing more than a monologue. 
“ I suffered when young from want, but, more 
than all, from wounded pride. 
They did not 
wish my plays, they wouid not receive me. 
Many a time 
have 
I 
been turned 
away 
from their doors and gone homo in despair— 
to fiud pupils 
in 
order 
to 
buy brea 1. 
One 
day 
I heard 
that 
Scribe, the great 
dramatist, had said that my plays were not well 
arranged for the stage. 
To study his style I 
was determined. 
Eating very little at dinner, 
in order to buy a candle, I chose from his 
repertoire a play in three acts. 
After care­ 
fully reading the first, I arranged the second 
and third as I thought he must have done. 
Comparing mine with his I was satisfied, for we 
agreed in the arrangement. 
“ Those were hard times for me. 
What could 
I do! 
Write for tho newspapers:-' 
1 spent 
three months writing an essay on Girolamo 
Cardans, the Italian savant of the six teenth 
century. 
For this I was paid two cents a Hue. 
The result? 
Hunger, as usual, and lost +:uig in 
addition. 
From theatre to theatre I went iu or 
der to find dramatic work. 
Not to succeed 
meant suicide, or—a voyage to America. 
For­ 
tunately I always had good shoes. 
A kind 
shoemaker who had confidence in my genius, 
gave me credit for ten years. 
Now that suc­ 
cess is mine, he often says, Vyou owe it to all 
my shoes; without them your could not have 
tramped about, consequently you never would 
have oeen great.’ ” 
Sardou’s work is not yet finished, aud for us 
he 
still reserves maiiy surprises—“ Doras,” 
“ Fedoras” and “ Theodoras.”

Nobody who has known Athens for long, or 
who knows the real resources of the country of 
which she is tho capital, can be disappointed 
with the progress made. 
Few cities have im ­ 
proved more in the last 2 0 years. 
The govern­ 
ment lia« introduced compulsory education on 
a most ex tensive scale; 
railroads are being 
opened; drainage and the planting of trees have 
received great attention, and the sudden breeze 
of patriotism which has lately passed over 
Greece and puzzled Europe will doubtless bear 
its fruits in greater unity of purpose. 
Perhaps the real evil which more than any­ 
thing else has checked the progress of Greece 
during the last half century has been its consti­ 
tutional government. 
There are many favours 
in Greece. 
Tricoupis is a cavour witli English 
ideas; but unfortunately Greece is not ruled 
over by Victor Emmanuel, nor lias slu* yet pro­ 
duced a Garibaldi. 
Everybody in tho small 
kingdom is, as of old, a politician, and the con­ 
sequence of this is that ministries rise and fall, 
and elections take place with a rapidity which 
might 
even 
astonish us. 
Tho 
one point 
on 
which 
all 
Greeks 
are 
agreed, 
and 
which 
has 
been 
taught 
them 
by 
late events, is this, that if ever they aro to hold 
their own in the Balkan peninsula they must 
have more territory. 
They crave for tho fertile 
plains of Epirus and Macedonia for something 
that will give them a chance of development 
and the means of ex istenco on a large scale. 
The place where the Greek is seen to tne great­ 
est advantage is not at Athens, where mass 
meetings will oue day cheer for Delyannis and 
the nex t for Tricoupis, but at Constantinople. 
There he is, so to speak, on the defensive, living 
in the midst of the great destroyer of his race 
and freedom. Here his commercial propensities 
and industry have brought him to the fore. 
Tho “ unspeakable Turk,” who loves money, but 
hates making it as bitterly as he hates the 
Greek who can make it. has'given him in return 
f o r m o n e y everything that he asks. 
This has 
enabled the Greeks to attack the Turks with the 
above-mentioned weapon of education. 
Con­ 
cessions fur Greek schools all over the rotten 
empire have been literally bought; there is 
scarcely a Greek village in Macedonia, Epirus, 
the islands, and the coast villages of Asia Minor 
which has not been supplied with schools for 
both g irls and boys, oither through the mnnifi- 
ccnee of rich Greeks or through the clerical and 
monastic influence which in its day has played 
so valiant a part in the conservation of the 
Hellenic language and tho Christian religion.

MR. BLAINE AT HOMBURG. 


How lit; Am used Himftelf and Picked Up 
Ex tra Flesh.

There was a dinner in London at which Mr. 
Blaine met Mr. Depew and the writer of this, 
and there was not a total absence of politics at 
the table, but there were other tliiugs more 
agreeable if less ex citing. 
It may soem curious 
to those who have not made runs through Eu­ 
rope that Blaine, Depew and the undersigned 
met in Homburg ten days later, without the 
slightest arrangement to do so; aud there they 
talked tho whole country (our country) over 
again. 
Everything that was « aid might bo re­ 
ported verbatim without settling or unsettling 
the state of the nation. 
It is charged that Mr. Blaine confessed him ­ 
self an invalid by going to Homburg and taking 
“ the cure.” That is nonsense. 
Mr. Depew, Mr. 
Garrett, Mr. Wanamaker, Senator Hale and my­ 
self are uot invalids, and we got up at (» .SO at. 
m. and walked a mile before 7 a. m., once or 
twice in a cold fog, to drink salt water, ami did 
it wearing button-hole bouquets and carrying 
sticks; and we are not much suspected as yet of 
failing btrength. 
The fashion that Blaino re­ 
fused to adopt at Homburg was carrying a cane. 
He walked and talked and drank water accord­ 
ing to directions. 
It is tho fashion to do so. 
Fashion commands you to live abstemiously— 
early to bed and early to rise—to diet so as to 
obtain the full benefit of the salt water; and Mr. 
Blaino had nothing to do but to di: as the others 
did. 
He had lost his Chicago friend and did uot 
mourn over him, and when, after two weeks, 
the young man turned up, there was no surprise 
or concern. 
But the first budget by cable for 
Chicago told that the physicians had pent Blaine 
to a spring seldom used” because he bad som e­ 
thing the matter with him so deplorable that ho 
could not take the ordinary water. 
l'his is a specification, so let us ex amine it. 
l'irnt, Mr. Blaine did not go to Homburg on his 
own account. 
Unfortunately, there is some 
foundation for the reports fhat Mrs. Blaine is 
not in firm health. 
The medical advice that 
took the Blaines to Homburg was forthe b mofit 
of Mrs. Blaine. 
Mr. Blaine, being there, took 
the cure as a matter of amusemeut and occupa­ 
tion, aud he took his three glasses of water 
every morning at the Elizabeth Spring—just as 
others did. 
That was the spring where the 
band played at 7, and the overture was charm­ 
ing, and the walks under the chestnut trees are 
porfect. 
Then Mr. Blaine took the bath of pine 
leaves, and came out with tho aroma of the 
pines of the classic Taunus Mountains. 
In the 
afternoon tho crowd drinks at the Ludwig 
Spring—two glasgess each—and Mr. Blaino, with 
a few others, drank at the Louise Spring, fifty 
yards distant—aud the only difference iu the 
water is that there is a Hmall fraction more iron 
in the Louise than in the Ludwig w ater. It doos 
not make a particle of difference which spring 
oue drinks from. 
It takes a scientific ex pert to 
tell one from the other. 
The current opinion at Homburg is that the 
same proscriptions are given, no matter wdiat 
the trouble is, or whether there is any trouble 
at all, and the physicians are inclined to amuse 
themselves by making discriminations as to the 
springs. 
An imperceptible increase in iron 
should not in any ease eclipse the gayety of na­ 
tions.

The time has fully ar­ 
rived when we humorLsLs ought to stand by 
each other. 
I do not undertake to stand up for the per­ 
sonal character of Shakspeare, but I say that he 
wrote good pieces and I don’t care who knows it. 
It is doubtless true that at the age of IS ho mar­ 
ried a woman eight years his senior, and that 
children bex an to duster about their hearth­ 
stone In a way that would havo made a man in a 
New York flat commit suicide. 
Three 
little 
children within fourteen months, 
including 
twins, came to the humble home of the great 
bard and lie began to go out and climb upon the 
haymow to do his writing. Sometimes he would 
stay away from his home for two or three weeks 
at a time, tearing that when he entered the house 
someone would tell him that he was again a 
parent. 
\e t William Shakspeare knew all the time 
that he was a great man and that some day he 
would write pieces to speak. He left Stratford 
at the ago of 21 aud went to London, where he 
attracted very little attention, for he belonged 
to the yeomanry, being a kind of a dramatic 
Horace Greeley, both in the matter of clothes 
and penmanship. Thus It would seem that 
while Sir Francis Bacon was attending a busi­ 
ness college and getting himself familiar with 
the whole arm movement, so as to bo able to 
write a free, cryptogamous hand, poor W. Shak­ 
speare was slowly thinking the hair off his head, 
while ever and anon he would bring out his 
writing material and hi9 bright ready tongue 
ami write a sonnet on an empty stomach. 
Prior to leaving Stratford he is said to have 
dabbled in the poaching business in a humble 
way on the estates of Sir Thomas Lucy, since 
deceased, and that he wrote the following eu- 
couium, orodelet, in a tree, running hand, aud 
pinned it on the knight’s gate.

L otus compare the 
signature ot Shakspeare with that of Mr. Greely, 
and we notice a wonderful similarity. 
There Is 
tho same wierd effort in both cases to out crypto­ 
gram Old Crytogamous himself, and enshrine 
immortal thought and heaven-born genius in a 
burglar-proof panoply of worm fences, and a 
chirojrraphy that reminds the careful student of 
the general direction taken in returning to 
Hound Knob, N. C., by a correspondent who v is­ 
ited tho home of a moonshiner with a view 
toward aacertaininsr the general tendency of 
home-brewed whisky to fly to the head. 
If we judge Shakespeare by bis signature.none 
of us will be safe. Death will wipe out our 
fame with a wet sponge; J ohn Hancock in 100 
years from now will be regarded as the author 
of the Declaration of Independence, and Com­ 
pendium Caskell as the author of the -New York 
Trib u n e. 
1 have every reason to believe that while W ill­ 
iam BhaKespeare was going about the streets of 
London, poor but brainy, erratic but smart, bald 
headed but tilled with a nameless yearning to 
write a play with real water and a tropical eong 
lu it, Francis Bacon was practicing on his sig ­ 
nature. getting used to the full arm movement, 
spoiling sheet after sheet of paper, trying to 
make a violent swan on a red woven wire mat­ 
tress of shaded loop* without taking his i>eu off 
tho paper, and running the rebus column of a 
business college paper. 
Poets are born, uot made, and many of them 
are born with odd and even disagreeable charac­ 
teristics. Some men are born poets, while it is 
true that seme acquire poetry while others have 
poetry thrust upon them. Poetry 1« like the 
faculty, if I may so dominate it, of being ablo 
to voluntary move the ears. 
It is a gift. It 
cannot be taught to others. 
So Shakespeare, with all his poor x >enmanship, 
with his proneness to poach, with ins poverty 
and his neglect of his wife and children, could 
write a play wherein the leading man and the 
man who p ayed the bass drum In the orchestra 
did not claim to have made its principal part. 
Shakespeare did not want his plays pub­ 
lished. He wanted to keep them out of the 
preps in order to prevent t heir use m spoiling 
schools in tho hands of unskilled artists, and 
so there w,hs a long period of time during which 
the papers could not get hold of them tor pub­ 
lication. 
During this time Francis Bacon was in public 
life. 
He and Shakspeare had nothing in com­ 
mon. Both were great men. Bacon's sphere was 
different from Snaksptare’s. While Bacon was 
in the senate, living high and conrting investi­ 
gation, Shakspeare had to stuff three large pil­ 
lows into hie pantaloons and play Faistail at a 
one-night stand. 
Is it likely that Bacon, breathing the perfumed 
atr of the capitol and chucking the treasury girls 
under the chin ever and anon, hungered for the 
fiilse joys of the underpaid aud underscored 
dramatist? Scarcely! 
That Is one reason why I prefer t o take the 
side or Shakspeare rather than the side of Bacon.
